Typewriting appearing on the Q1 envelope corresponds 
closely to Laboratory standards for a Smith-Corona "Regency 10" 
single element style and was prepared utilizing a carbon (one¬ 
time) ribbon. This ribbon, if located, would be of 
considerable evidentiary value. Any ribbons should be removed 
from typewriters or printers prior to the obtaining of 
exemplars; substitute ribbons or carbon paper should be used in 
obtaining samples of the entire keyboard at least twice (upper 
and lower case characters) as well as the questioned text.
